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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant claims that Examier inccorrectly read 
independent Claim 1 as having the organic acid in an amount of 250 mg or higher per liter, and the prior art does not teach or suggest an 
amount of 250 mg or lower per liter. Examiner notes the grammatical error on page 3 of the Office Action wherein the word "higher" should 
be "lower." However, the crux of Fujita's teachings are found in the next two sentences. Fujita teaches that the solution is approximately 
3.1 wt. % of the carbon powder used to create the carboxylic acid (col. 10, lines 33-34) and that the amount of solution added to the lead 
acid battery is as low as 1-3 vol. % (col. 12, lines 4-8). As noted 250 mg/L of the acid in water is approximately 0.025 wt.%. Even 
assuming that 100% of the carbon became carboxylic acid (Fujita, col. 10, lines 55-67 teaches that the amount is much less), the 3.1 wt.% 
solution added in an amount as low as 1-3 vol.% would be far less than 0.025 wt% (0.031 x 0.03 = 0.00093). Therefore, Examiner's 
position is that the amount of organic acid is less than or equal to 250 mg per liter of electrolyte. 
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
